FM  MUASHER  THE  PREVIOUS  EVENING,  WHO  HAD  TOLD  HIM 
THAT  IRAQ  HAD  CUT  ITS  OIL  PIPELINE  SUPPLY  TO 
JORDAN  EARLIER  THAT  DAY.  SHAYKH  HAMDAN  SAID  SAUDI
